I fired to scare them 80 
they’d stop running. I had been 
told to arrest them and they were 
outdistancing me.” 

Melion, former insurance agent, 
chauffeur, upholsterer and miner, 
had been a policeman five months 
when the shooting occurred last 
Oct. 7. He said he never had fired 
a pistol prior to his connection 
with the Police Department and 
was not familiar with its opera- 
tion. 

Started With Another Officer. 

Mellon told of starting from the 
police station about 9 o’clock the 
night of Oct. 7 with another po- 
liceman after receipt of a com- 
plaint that someone was peeping 
into the dressing room window at 
the Belleville Turnverein. Mellon 
and the other policeman separated 
and, as Mellon approached an al- 
ley behind the building, he saw 
four or. five figures near a win- 
dow, he related. 

“I hollered at them,” he said. 
“TI don’t know whether I said halt 
or stop, and one of them cried 
Here comes the cop.“ They ran 
and I chased them. When I turned 
the corner out of the alley, they 
were turning another corner. I ran 
to that corner, pulled out my pis- 
tol and fired two shots in quick 
succession. 

“I fired toward the ground 
and to the right. On that side 
was a switch track with a lot ot 
box cars on it. I ran on and saw 
one of the chaps fall to his hands 
and knees. He said, ‘I'm shot,’ or 
‘He’s got me,’ I don’t remember 
which: I ran up and he was lying 
on the ground. A man helped 
me carry him into a garage and I 
called an ambulance and the po- 
lice patrol, I went with him to 
the hospital and asked the sister 
there to call the doctor as quick 
as she could.“ 

12 Character Witnesses. 

Following conclusion of the 
State’s case yesterday, 12 character 
witnesses were presented by the 
defense. Six of them were asked by 
the prosecutor whether they knew 
Melion had once served a prison 
sentence. All replied in the nega- 
tive. Defense attorneys objected to 
the questioning, asserting the sen- 
tence had been served before Mel- 
lon came to Belleville, in 1915. 

Today, on  cross-examination, 
Mellon testified he was convicted 
of a felony in 1914 and served a 
four-months’ term. The nature of 
the charge was not brought out. 
Mellon also testified that after the 
shooting he opened his revolver in 
the presence of the police commit- 
tee of the City Council and showed 
them it contained two discharged 
and four loaded cartridges. This 
was intended to refute testimony 
yesterday of witnesses who said 
they heard four or five shots. 

1 didn’t know they were boys 
when I fired,“ Mellon said. They 
were as big as men, some of them, 
and it was dark and they were 
100 yards away.” 

Although Mellon is being tried 
under a murder indictment, attor- 
neys for the prosecution have indi- 
cated they would ask the Court to 
instruct the jury as to the penalties 
for manslaughter. 

Joseph J. Walthes, a pattern 
maker and father of 18-year-old 
Howard Walthes, who was killed 
by Mellon, has employed a St. Louis 
lawyer to assist in the prosecution.

FORMED TOFIGHT | 


Protective Association 
Wil Aid in Defense of 
Baker Who Killed Picket. 


The St. Louis Protective Associ- 
ation, an organization of real estate 
dealers and retail merchants, has 
been formed to curtail activities of 
alleged extortionists and to prevent 
unfair practices by so-called labor 
organizations, it was announced to- 
day by H. M. Stolar, attorney for 
the association. 

Stolar said the association mem- 
bers recognize the rights of legiti- 
mate labor unions, and will direct 
their efforts toward preventing ex- 
tortionists from preying on small 
merchants, Real estate dealers have 
joined the movement because the 
tactics employed by Chicago or- 
ganizers in forming an apartment 
house janitors’ union here are con- 
sidered unfair by the real estate 
men, Stolar said. 

Although there are no master 
bakers in the association, according 
to Stolar, the case of Julius 0. 
Thompson, proprietor of a bakery 
at 6001 Emerson avenue, charged 
with killing Alexander Zander, a 
union picket, on Sept. 17, has been 
investigated. 

“The association will employ 
counsel for Thompson, and other- 
wise aid his defense, as a result 
of our investigation, which sub- 
stantiated in part Thompson's 
statement that unfair methods 
were employed in an effort to ruin 
his business,“ Stolar said. We 
interviewed a woman customer of 
Thompson’s bakery, who told us 
the pickets blocked her entrance 
to the store, and knocked bundles 
of groceries from her arms. As a 


Thompson was goaded into drastic 
action to defend his business,” 
Stolar declared. 

The Protective Association was 


formed at a meeting held. several 


weeks ago. The names of officers 
elected at the meeting will not be 
disclosed at this time, because of 
fear of attempts to intimidate 
them, Stolar said. 

In answer to Thompson’s decla- 
ration that “gangster methods“ 
had been used by the union in its 
effort to organize his shop, union 
officers denied the assertion, and 
pointed to the fact that more than 
200 other shops were organized 
since last March without a single 
arrest being made, a statement 
borne out by police records.

“While I was at Lake Tahoe,” 
she said, “Will Rogers invited Rex 
Bell, my secretary, Miss Devoe, and’ 
myself to dinner. I did not know 
the hotel was a gambling place un- 
til after we reached there. After 
we had dinner Mr. Rogers went to 
one of the gambling tables and, 
naturally, we went with him. I be- 
gan to play a little at a game 
called ‘twenty-one,’ which they 
call there ‘black jack.’ 

“They gave me 60-cent pieces to 
play with and J signed some checks 
in blank, telling the dealer to fill 
in the amount of the 50-cent pieces 
he had given me, There were four 
checks. 

“It now seems they claim these 
60-cent pieces represented what 
they call $100 chips and they put 
in the checks to amount to that. 

“When the checks reached my 
bank they called me and said the 
checks had a slip on them asking 
the bank to wire fate of these 
checks.’ 

“This attracted the attention of 
my banker and I found out for the 
first time this gambling house 
claimed I had lost and owed them 
nearly $14,000, so I told the bank 
not to pay the checks.

40,000 IN CANDLE CEREMONY 
AT U. S. EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS 


Thousands of Tapers Lighted Dur- 
ing Recital of Holy Name 
Pledge.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 25.—Thous- 
ands of candles were held aloft in 
the darkness of Creighton Univer- 
sity Stadium at the sixth national 
eucharistic congress last night. The 
tapers, lighted during recital of the 
Holy Name pledge by an audience 
of 40,000, symbolized the climax of 
the ceremony which brought ad- 
dresses from George Cardinal Mun- 
delein, Chicago, and Judge Martin 
T. Manton, New York. Thousands 
more of Catholic faith over the 
country participated in the devo- 
tionals through a broadcast of the 
ceremonies. 

The example of “our Catholic 
men in frequent attendance at com- 
munion” was praised by Cardinal 
Mundelein as a “powerful influence 
for good on those about them.” The 
two great commands of Pope Pius 
X—early communion for little chil- 
dren and frequent communion for 
older Christians—were recalled. He 
also read a message of greeting to 
the congress from President Hoover. 

Judge Manton said that every 
day “life brings us into contact 
with nature’s incomprehensibles” 
and said that the mysteries of the 
eucharist could not be expected to 
be any less difficult of penetration.

Captain Kirk of Soulard Street 
tion led by chance to the solu- 
tion of the Herculaneum murder. 
Kirk was questioning two former 
soldiers, Louis A. Taylor and Gil- 
ford Browning, a woman associate, 
Mrs. Mamie Woolem, and two 
other men, when one of the lIat- 
ter, angered at Taylor, implicated 
him in the murder of Romine. 

Taylor signed a confession stating 
he shot Romine, Mrs. Woolem ad- 
mitted accompanying him into the 
restaurant dressed in men’s clothes 
and Browning stated he waited in 
a machine outside. Robbery was 
the motive, Taylor said, but he shot 
when Romine reached for a revol- 
ver and wounded him in the hand 
and abdomen. 

Romine’s deathbed statement “it 
was the fellows who used slugs in 
my slot machine two weeks ago” 
led to the arrest of Craig and Hess. 
They were convicted on this state- 
ment and those of two men present 
when the shooting took place, who 
said Craig and Hess “looked like” 
the murderers. 


MINE UNION ORGANIZER SHOT 
AS HE FLEES FROM KIDNAPERS 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Sept. 25. 
—Kidnaped last night for the 
second time within three months, 
Joseph Claypool, Martinsville, Il. 
miners’ union organizer, today was 
recovering from a bullet wound in 
the arm received when he escaped 
from his captors. 

Claypool, an organizer for the 
Tilinois faction which was expelled 
from the United Mine Workers of 
America early this year, reported 
to Sheriff Joseph Dreher that he 
was kidnaped as he walked along 
a street in West Terre Haute. Two 
men forced him into their auto- 
mobile, Claypool said, and drove 
west with him along the National 
road. He slipped from the machine 
and ran, the men firing four or 
five shots at him as he filed. One 
bullet struck him in the arm, but 
he eluded the men, and called 
Sheriff Dreher. Claypool was treat- 
ed at a local hospital, and released. 

Last July 30 Claypool was kid- 
naped from his former home at 
Shelburn, Ind., and tarred. and 
feathered. He was released near 
the Wabash river, and appeared at 
Martinsville, Ill, the next after- 
noon.

Wholesale Prices, Which Went 
Up in August, Fall Early 
in September. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, 
dustrial production, considered | 
from the standpoint of seasonal | 
variation, continued to decline in 
August, factory employments were 
smaller, and wholesale prices which 
had increased in the month showed 
some pronounced dectines in the 

first half of September. 

The Federal Reserve Board in 
making this known in its monthly 
review of business and finance 
added that industrial production 
as a whole was about the same vol- 
ame as in July, contrary to the 
usual upward trend at this season 
o fthe year, although there were 
increases in several basic indus- 
tries. 

The general level of wholesale 
commodity prices, which have de- 
clined continuously for a year, re- 
mained unchanged in August with) 
upward trends in certain agricul- 
tural staples. 

Industrial Index Declines. 

“The board's index of industrial 
production which makes allow- 
ance for seasonal variations, con- 
tinued to decline in August,” the 
report said. “Production of automo- 
biles, pig iron, lumber and sugar 
decreased and there was a reduc- 
tion in the consumption of cotton 
and wool. In the bituminous coal 
and silk industries there was less 
increase than is usual at this sea- 
son of the year while in steel, ce- 
ment, flour and shoes the increase 
was slightly more than usual. Dur- 
ing the firat two weeks of Septem- 
ber, activities at steel plants in- 
creased, while a further reduction 
in the output of automobiles was 
reported.” 

Building contracts awarded were 
in slightly smaller volume during 
August while residential contracts 
continued small. 

Sales of department stores were 
described as larger than in July 
but smaller than a year ago, while 
the volume of freight shipped by 
rail increased less than the usual 
amount in August. 

Agricultural Prices Up. 

“There were increases during 
August in prices of many agricul- 
tural products, especially meats, 
live stock and grains, while the 
price of cotton decreased,” the re- 
pert continued. “Prices of min- 
eral and forest products and of im- 
portant raw materials and their 
manufactures in general declined, 
with the principal exception of 
silk. The Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics index of wholesale prices 
showed no change from the pre- 
ceding month. 

“During the first half of Septem- 
ber there were pronounced de- 
clines in prices of wheat, corn, 
hogs, pork and rubber. Prices of 
cotton and woolen textile remained 
barely stable while those of hides 
and coffee increased.” 

The board said that in the 
month from Aug. 20 to Sept. 17 
there was an increase in Federal 
Reserve member bank holdings of 
investments and in the loans on 
securities, while all other loans, in- 
cluding those for commercial pur- 
poses, declined, contrary to the 
usual seasonal trend. The value 
of Reserve Bank credit outstand- 
ing showed a growth for the pe- 
riod, as usual at this season, but 
the increase was relatively small 
owing to the fact that the seasonal 
demand for currency was smaller 
than in other recent years be- 
cause of an hddition of $15,000,- 
000 to the country’s stock of gold. 

Union Employment Increases, 

A reduction of 1 per cent in 
trade union. unemployment for 
September, as compared with July 
and August, was announced in a 
statement by William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

He warned, however, that the 
“upturn in employment has been 
only slight in comparison with the 
large numbers still needing jobs,” 
and said we should not lose sight 
of the fact that over twice as 
many are sfill out of work as at 
this time last year and in the 
metal trades more are unemployed 
than ever before since we have

Nominees for the sifteenth place 
on the Court were Francisco Jose 
Urrutia of Columbia, Miguel Cru- 
chaga Tocornal of Chile and Aka 
Hammarskjold of Sweden. With 
27 votes necessary for election by 
the Assembly, none of the three 
was able to win a majority after 
several ballots had been taken. 
After the fourth ballot the vote 
stood: Urrutia 23, Hammarskjold 
21, Cruchaga 4. 

Urrutia finally was chosen by 
the Assembly on its fifth ballot but 
the Council’s choice was Cruchaga. 

Finally Urrutia. of Colombia was 
elected the fifteenth member of the 
World Court, receiving the appro- 
val of both the Assembly and the 
Council. 

Election of the Judges was in 
accordance with a new statute of 
the League providing for an in- 
crease of the membership from 11 
to 15. Those elected today will 
begin nine-year terms next Jan. 1. 
Almost half of them, however, will 
be veterans of the 11-man tribu- 
nal. Kellogg already is a member 
of the Court, having been named 
as the successor of Charles Evans 
Hughes after the American Chief 
Justice resigned from the Interna- 
tional Court in order to return to 
the bench of the highest court in 
the United States. 

Other members of the present 
court who were re-elected are Bus- 
tamente of Cuba, Altamira of 
Spain, Hurst of Great Britain, Fro- 
mageot of France, Negulesco of 
Rumania and Wang Chung-hui of

T is a great satisfaction to me 
1. be relieved of the responsibil- 

ity for prohibition enforcement. 
No one except myself, or a man 
similarly situated, can possibly re- 
alize this. 

As a Government official, sworn 
to enforce the law, to be constant- 
ly embarrassed in public réstau- 
rants by the display of illegal 
liquor on adjoining tables, to attend 
a football game and see the man 
next to you take a swig from his 
flask and pass it to his friends, to 
go into the lounge car of a train 
for a quiet smoke and be com- 
pelled to watch the attendant serve 
the set-ups into which liquor is 
poured from the inevitable flask, 
to be obliged to decline invitations 
to public dinners and other func- 
tions because of the display of 
liquor all about you, or to visit the 
home of a friend who thoughtless- 
ly serves cocktails in your presence, 
is not my idea of a happy life. 

And frequently, in all these sit- 
uations, your life is made more 
miserable by the presence of your 
immediate family or intimate 
friends, who are aware of your of- 
ficial position and seem to expect 
this disregard for the law to cease 
in your august presence with just 
one wave of your magical wand. 


Tempted to Make Arrests. .- 

On many occasions during my 
prohibition service I have been 
tempted to assert my authority and 
personally make an immediate ar- 
rest, but fortunately my better 
judgment has prevailed and I have 
contented myself with quietly 
watching this display of liquor 
withe rancour in my heart. Again 
I felt justified in taking this atti- 
tude because the policy of Wash- 
ington since the inception of pro- 
hibition has been to enforce the 
prohibition laws in such a manner 
as not to antagonize the people by 
personal harassment so that they 
might eventually demand repeal. 

So I found the best way to avoid 
this embarrassment was to stick to 
my work and stay at home. 
Now, I can go anywhere, and I 
find myself almost a human ited 
again. 
I play golf and, ibn it comes 
time for the nineteenth hole or 
cocktails before dinner, I find I can 
look on with perfect equanimity 
while my friends indulge. What 
a relief! ) P 


In view of what I have written 
in these articles it seems appropri- 
ate in conclusion to ‘express my 
personal opinion with regard to 
national prohibition and the neces- 
sary preliminary steps to remedy 
the intolerable condition that ex- 
ists. 

Favors Total Abstinence. 

First of all, let me again put 
myself on record as being a pro- 
hibitionist at heart. By this I 
mean I do not drink myself and 
desire, above all things, to see a 
policy of total abstinence adopted 
by all the people of the United 
States. 

But how to bring this about is 
the question. 

I am convinced myself, and J 
hope that through these revela- 
tions I have convinced many 
others, that the eighteenth 
amendment to the Constitution is 
not the salution. After 10 years it 
has certainly been demonstrated 
that national prohibition is not 
conducive to temperance, 

Therefore I strongly advocate 
the immediate repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment. As long as that 
remains there can be no intelligent 
solution of the liquor problem, 

Seeks for Law. 

Let us, first of all, re-establish 
in the American people a respect 
for law and order that has been 
completely destroyed by the gen- 
eral disregard and disrespect for 
the national prohibition act. 


But many . prohibitionists are 
unwilling to consider this step until 
some superhuman individual :: has 
devised a satisfactory method of 
‘control for the liquor traffic. 

In view of our experience with 
prohibition, in my opinion, these 
persons are unpatriotic and ob- 


structionists to real progress toward 


temperance. 

When a man steps on a tack 
with a bare foot in the dark, or 
inadvertently places his hand on a 
hot stove, he does not wait to lock 
for some other place to.rest his 
foot or hand before’ he lifts it 
from the ‘tack or ‘stove, . be 

And this is exactly our position 
with regard to prohibition today. 
The right hand of this nation is 
burning up in the fires of prohibi- 
tion and yet must not be removed 
until some other, theoretically, 
safe place is found to rest it. What 
utter nonsense! 

Believes Evils: Increased. 

I believe I have shown conclu- 
sively that the evils of prohibition 
are far worse than the evils it was 
meant to remedy.

1 certainly do not advocate the 
return of the old saloon, and that 
will never be. Even the wettest 
of the wets have never advocated 
that. 

What have we to fear, then, 
from the repeal of the nn 
amendment? 

Remove this stone wall from the 
path of progress toward temper- 
ance and from our experience, 
slowly and surely, step by step, in 
unison devise ways and means for 
the solution of this problem. 

I am not in the least ashamed 


for this problem that ¢ven ap- 
proaches satisfaction to myself, but 
I am sufficiently inspired with con- 
fidence in my fellow countrymen 
to know that eut of this era of 
bribery, corruption and rime 
eventually good will come. 

There is no panacea that can be 
invented by man for the evil that 
confronts, us. We must travel 
slowly a difficult path, with, many 
dead end trails, back to normality, 
and then start all over again. 

Suggests Congressional Control. 

Probably the greatest mistake 
the people of this nation ever made 


our Constitution. There was no 
justification for it. National pro- 
hibition, if desired, could have 
been -just as effectively accomi- 
plished by congressional legislation 
the same as other laws are enact- 
ed, , 

So brought about, with proper 
preparation for enforcement, na- 
tional prohibition might have stood 
some chance of success. Then 
there would not have been that 
constitutional stone wall which 
prohibits legislative changes to 
meet changing conditions and mis- 
takes. 

I could easily recommend a thou- 
sand and one conditions that ought 
to be investigated and remedied,. 
but, it is-too late for that now. The 
festering sore must be removed en- 
tirely if, our national life is to be 
spared. } 

Flow Likened to Niagara. 

The stream of liquor that inun- 
dates us can no more be stopped 
than the flow of water over Ni- 
agara Falls, And I’d like to see 2000 
men try that while a million oth- 
ers worked against them. 

Prohibition has put crime and 
criminals into business. Big Busi- 
ness. Through profits from this 
illegal business, organized crime 
has become so powerful, financial- 
ly, that it is able to influence both 
the Republican and Democratic 
political parties and also to cor- 
rupt. public officials, 

Some of these criminals are to- 
day numbered among’ our most 
eager olitical campaign con- 
tributors, and for these contribu- 
tions they expect, and get, protec- 
tion after elections. 

I advocate the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment based on 
no grounds of states rights, consti. 
tutional of any law or question of 
personal liberty. 

I take my stand on the ground 
of morality and national integrity, 
so that “government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, shell 
not perish from the earth.”

500,000 VOLT X-RAY TUBE 
I$ DEVELOPED BY SCIENTIST 


More Than Twice as Powerful as 
Any Now in Use, Says General 
Electric Speaker. 

Ey the Associated Press. 

SCHENECTADY, N. T., Sept. 25. 
— Development of a 500, 000-volt 
X-ray tube, more than twice as 
powerful as the tubes now used in 
X-ray therapy, was announced last 
night in a radio talk over Station 
WGY by Ellis L. Manning, physicist 
of the research laboratory of the 
General Electric Co. 

The half-million-volt tube- was 
perfected by Dr. W. D. Coolidge, 
associate director of the laboratory, 
who now is working on a tube to 
operate at $00,000 volts, Manning 
said. This increase in voltage is 
made possible by placing tubes end 
to end. 

The highest voltage of X-rays 
used in industry and therapy at 
present are of 200,000 volts peak 
capacity, Industrially, higher volt.

INDORSES STATE SURVEY PLAN 


Dr. J. H. Humphrey Tells of Health 
Schools at 


Work in Public 
Meeting. 

The twenty-third ann@al meeting 
of the Missouri Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation closed yesterday at Hotel 
Statler after the adoption of reso- 
lutions indorsing the recommenda- 
tions of the State Survey Commis- 
sion for increased hospitilization 
facilities and advocating the co-or- 
dination of various health agencies, 
to avoid duplication and waste of 
money. 

The meeting, which began Mon- 
day, constituted 'a general health 
conference participated in by the 
Missouri Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, the Missouri: Society for Men- 
tal Hygiene, the St. Louis Medical 
Society, and State health officials. 
Clinics were held at the Washing- 
ton University Medical School, 
Koch hospital, and the St. Louis 
University Medical School, all per- 
taining to the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of diseases of the chest. 

Dr. J. H. Humphrey, director of 
hygiene of the Board of Education, 
told of health work in the public 
schools of St. Louis yesterday and 
said it is a mistake to suppose that 
weight in relation to height is an 
accurate index of physical condi- 
tion. Racial and family character- 
istics should be considered, he said. 

The final luncheon round table 
meeting was arranged by the s0- 
cial hygiene association. Peter Kas- 


lus, its executive secretary, empha-. 


sized the efféct of environment on 
human nature and presented sta- 
tistics indicating there is less crime 
among married than unmarried 
groups.

One of the important. questions 
bearing on Prosposition No. 6, the. 
city-county merger enabling act to 
be voted on in the State election 
Nov. 4, is the question whether 
it will help the standing of St. 
Louis in ‘the next census. 

The president of the Chamber 
of Commerce has said that St. 
Louls cannot expéct much more 
growth in populatioon within its 
present boundaries, unchanged 
since 1876. Metropolitan expan- 
sion. must rovide the future 
growth, dent. Weisenburger 
holds. 

Census standing is not the only 
object sought by the advocates of 
the metropolitan plan; probably it 
is not so important as some of the 
other objects — health, recreation, 
traffic and utility control. But it is 
desirable that the city should have 
credit for the population which is 
in daily touch with its business cen- 
ter, and which is not outside the 
State of Missouri, Probably this 
consideration will influence as 
many votes in favor of Proposition 
No, § as any other. The 1930 cen- 
sus, in which st. Louis could have 
gone ahead of Cleveland if it had | 
been able to count its contiguous 
suburbs, is an object lesson as to 
the need for some such measure. 

Case of Atlanta Cited. 
But opponents of the metropoli- 
tan plan are now urging that, if it 
is adopted, the United States Cen- 
sus Bureau will not credit St. Louis 
with the total population of Greater 
St. Louis, but will continue to list 
the separate municipalities, which 
will keep their identity under the 
plan. Circuit Judge Arthur V, 
Lashly, head of the opposing or- 
ganization, in making this argu- 
ment, cited the case of Atlanta, 
Ga., which entered into a borough 
union with five suburban towns”in 
1929, but was not credited with 
their population in this year's cen- 
sus. — 

In the endeavor to answer the 
question thus raised, the Post- 
Dispatch made inquiry as to the 
Atlanta borough system, ita, points 
of resemblance and of unlikeness

Census Director’s View. 


“In Atlanta's case,” Director 
Steuart sald, “this bureau refused 
to list the suburban population 
with that of the city, because the 
suburban towns were incorporated 
and retained their own govern- 
ment. Pending a decision in At- 
lanta’s mandamus suit, I would 
hold the same opinion regarding 
Greater St. Louis, ; 

“The Census Bureau is not in- 
terested in the boosting of popu- 
lation figures. at is a job for 
the Chambers of Commerce, which 
can outline metropolitan areas and 
figure census totals for them. The 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce 
has issued a good pamphlet of this 
sort. Of course, cities which can 
absorb adjoining towns within 
their corporate limits have the ad- 
vantage over such citi as St. 
Louis, Chicago and Atlanta, but 
the Census Bureau, which has no 
interest in the population ot indi- 
vidual cities as such, has no right 
to try to correct ye disadvan- 
tage.

So the author follows the rec- 
ords of man’s attempts at self-ex- 
pression.

and sculpture which no succeeding | 
age, perhaps, ever attained. She’ 
passes on her heritage to Rome 
who builds and carves only to see 
her works crushed by conquering 
hordes of barbarians. 

After centuries of chaos come 
the Middle Ages with all the 
glories of Gothic architecture. 

In Book II, Morris recounts how 
the Renaissance; ushered in by 
Cimabue, produced such giants as 
Giotto, Bellini, da Vinci, Michael- 
angelo, Raphael and Titian. 

Then followed the Flemish, 
German, Dutch and Spanish 
schools. Rubens, Van Dyck, 
Durer, Hals and Rembrandt en- 
ter the picture. 

Works of Spanish painters, 
Velasquez, and El.Greco remind 
one that Spain’s geniuses, though 
few, are outstanding in the world 
of art. 

The author feels that while 
French art is an intellectual art, 
it is somewhat lacking in imagina- 
tion, spiritual quality and poetry. 

Of the English artists, Hogarth 
and Constable are given prom- 
inence. 

American schools of art.are de- 
scribed, as are also those of the 
modernists. 

The chapter on modern sculpture 
tells of the modern artists’ drift 
from Greek ideals to those of the 
every day worker’s world. 

Book III explains the develop- 
ment of the home from the shelter 
of a tree to the modern apart 
ment. Furniture also has given 
man a wonderful vehicle for self- 
expression. From a rock to a 
chair by the arts and crafts guilds 
of today, the path is full of in- 
terest, and at times of horror. 

The designs, colors and weaves 
are explained in a chapter on 
Persian rugs. 

In conclusion, the author says 
that art principles should begin in 
the home. The equipment he 
suggests is: (1) a knowledge of 
the rules; (2) furnishings to fit a 
given space; (3) a modicum of 
taste; (4) a few grains of common 
sense. And the rules of art he 
gives are: unity, symmetry, bal- 
ance, composition, color, expres- 
sion, harmony and rhythmic vital- 
ity.

Nolte Approves Purchase of North- 
east Corner of Twentieth and 
Market Streets. 

The purchase of the northeast 
corner of Twentieth and Market 
streets, for part of the Union Sta- 
tion plaza, at a price of $47,800, 
will be recommended by Comptrol- 
ler Nolte to the Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee at a meeting to- 
day. 

The parcel, occupied by a three- 
story building, fronts 31 feet and 
six-tenths inch on Market and is 
73 feet and seven-eighths inch 
deep on Twentieth. It is owned by 
Mary Ellen, Richard and Margaret 
Hennessy. 

Three other parcels remain to be 
purchased before the city owns the 
Plaza tract, the largest the north- 
west corner of Eighteenth and Mar- 
ket streets, on which a value of 
$456,250 has been set by the Con- 
d¢mnation Board. The land is under 
lease to a cigar company and a dis- 
pute over the value of the lease is 
holding up the deal. The corner is 
the property of the Union Depot 
Realty Co. 

Of the $2,600,000 authorized for 
the purchase of land for the plaza, 
$1,858,487 has been spent. It is 
estimated the total purchases win 
cost $2,495,925, leaving a surplus 
in the fund.

Board Says Rediscount Rates for 
Marketing Are Lowest in His- 
tory of Country.

“The 12 Federal Reserve banks,“ 
the board said, “through redis- 
counts for their member banks, 
loans to Federal intermediate cred- 
it banks on agricultural paper of 
co-operative associations, and pur- 
chases of bankers’ acceptances 
covering agricultural commodities, 
are making their resources avail- 
able for the marketing of the 
country’s crops at the lowest rates 
in the history of the country.” 
The rates charged on redis- 
counts by the banks range from 
2% per cent at New Tork to 3 
per cent at Boston and 3% per 
cent in the other banks.

„We are hearing a lot of non- 
sense these days about ‘dumping.’ 
probably because a good part of 
the information floating about re- 
garding the Soviet Union is ac- 
cepted from disreputable Trarist 
emigres, from the American propa- 
ganda agents of our trade rivals 
and even from ex-convicts. The 
Soviet Union is just as anxious to 
get high prices for its products as 
any other country, for precisely the 
game reason. Probably it cannot 
always get such prices this year 
and has to do the best it can. 

Some American Dumping. 

“Recently the Cuban sugar peo- 
ple sold 300,000 tons of sugar to 
a Soviet purchaser at a little more 
than a cent a pound, far below 
the cost of production. This is 
‘dumping.’ Both parties to the deal 
are satisfied. American producers 
have to do a lot of dumping this 
year. Many producers in copper, 
sugar, cotton, wheat and other 
commodities, are currently dispos- 
ing of their products on a dumping 
basis. They don't like it, but it is 
a bad year. Soviet producers don't 
like it either, but they are caught 
in the same chain of circum- 
stances.“ 

Kellock pointed out that before 
the World War, Russia exported 
about 400,000,000 bushels of grain, 
including about 100,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. 

„This year the total Russian 
grain exports will be about 3,000,- 
000 bushels,” he continued. “The 
world’s wheat crop is about  1,- 
000,000,000 bushels. What non- 
sense to think that Russian ex- 
ports can have any considerable in- 
fluence on the world market.“ 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, which usually 
takes an interest in the Govern- 
ment's relations with Soviet Russia, 
still retains a neutral attitude to- 
wards the consequences of the 
Hyde charges. William Butter- 
worth, president of the Chamber, 
is the head of the machinery firm 
that has had large farm machinery 
contracts with the Soviet trading 
companies.

Former Soviet Employee Says 


Dumping Is to Foment Revolt. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—The 
New York Times quotes Basil W. 
Delgass, former vice president of 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation, 
as saying the dumping of wheat 
and other commodities is a fixed 
policy of the Soviet. Government 
designed to foment revolution in 
other countries. 

Delgass recently was declared an 
outlaw by the Soviet Government 
and his property was confiscated 
because he refused to go to Mos- 
cow and explain his resignation 
from the Amtorg, the soviet com- 
mercial agency in this country. 

“Russia,” he said, presents the 
extraordinary spectacle of a coun- 
try being starved and impoverished 
by a Government pursuing the 
fantastic policy of depriving its 
own people of the things they 
desperately need in order to dump 
them abroad at cheap prices as a 
means of creating disorganization, 
discontent and revolution in other 
countries. 

There is also another aim to 
this policy, namely, that of obtain- 
ing capital for the soviet indus- 
trialization plan.”

in 1929, created the area known 
as the Municipality of Atlanta. It 
embraces the original city of At- 
lanta, and the towns of College 
Park, East Point and Hapeville in 
Fulton County, and Decatur and 
Avondale in DeKalb County. 

As constituted by State law, the 
Municipality of Atlanta is a city 
embracing six smaller cities, each 
independent to a certain extent. 
The six boroughs retain their cor- 
porate entities, with exclusive tax- 
ing power. The Mayors of the 
boroughs, and representatives of 
the tunincorporated areas included 
in the plan, sit as a general coun- 
cil, with a Mayor for the whole 
municipality, but this council has 
only an advisory function, without 
taxing power and with little or no 
legislative authority. 

Atlanta citizens went to see Di- 
rector Steuart last spring, and un- 
derstood him to say that the new 
municipality would be treated as 
one city in the census. This was 
done in preliminary figures, but 
when the final population figures 
were made up the population cred- 
ited to Atlanta was that found in 
the borough of Atlanta, 370,367. A 
footnote stated that “the popula- 
tion for the area known as the 
Municipality of Atlanta under 
Georgia legislation of 1929 totals 
360,692.” 

The Council of the new munici- 
pality has appropriated $1500, ap- 
portioned among the boroughs, to 
fight the case in Washington. 
Horace Russell, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, is 
the leading spirit in the census 
fight. 


Russell, in an argument ad- 
dressed to the Census Bureau, has 
compared the case of Atlanta with 
that of New York. which is listed 
as one city. If New York's five 
boroughs were separated, Chicago 
would be the first city of the Unit- 
ed States in popviation. 

The Atlanta petition, filed in 
Washington by Attorney Louis Ti- 
tus, states that “the entire area 
included within the corporate lim- 
ite of the municipality of Atlanta 
is a compact, well built-up’ city, 
with all the physical characteris- 
ties of other cities of similar size.” 
Ie ig declared that “great and ir- 
reparable injury” ts done te Atian-

“Paragraph 252 says: ‘Three 
traveling elders, after notice to a 
Bishop, shall carefully inquire inte 
his case if they believe an investi- 
gation necessary and shall report 
the matter then te another Bishop.’ 


“I cabled immediatety: ‘I de- 
sire to answer all charges. My ab- 
sence involves a great disadvantage. 
I insist upon the disciplinary pro- 
vision that “three elders carefully 
inquire after notifying the Bishop” 


before Oct. 2. 


I had promised to deliver temper- 
ance addresses, thus arriving at 
Washington Nov. 25, but will be 
at Washington on whatever date is 
specified after Oct. 2. I @esire to 
know the nature of the accusa- 
tions.’ 

“They (the three elders) cabied 
refusing to grant me the right to 
confer and declining to express 
an opinion up to the date of my 
leaving Brazil. 


To Contest Procedure. 


“I immediately cabied a friend 
to see the elders, stating that un- 
der the circumstances I consid- 
ered it improper for me to con- 
tinue to participate inthe Brazillan 
conference, and that I was sailing 
on the first steamer. arriving Oct. 
1. I itmsisted that I would con- 
test the legality of the procedure 
if a request for an investigation 
was presented to Bishop Ainsworth 
before the elders had heard argu- 
ment justifving a conference with 
me beforehand and also again we- 
questing to Know the nature of 
the charges. 

“This friend cables me that both 
requests were denied. I received 
a report by ship's wireless on Sept. 
21 that the eomplaints had been 
forwarded to Bishop Ainsworth 
without the elders awaiting my ar- 
rival for a conference with me. 

“This gives you all of the m- 
formation that I have received and 
all action taken by me. 

“As indicated, I shall protest 
the legality of the hurried, prema- 
ture action taken before my ar- 
rival, making impossible a confer- 
ence with me which the disciplin- 
ary provision ‘to carefully inquire’ 
necessarily inciudes.

MEXICO PLANS TO RESUME 
ARCHEOLOGICAL EXCAVATIONS 


“Avenue of the Dead” Will Be Un- 
earthed if Government 
Able to Find Funds. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept 25.—Itf 
means are found within the Gov- 
ernment's economy program, work 
of unearthing the “Avenue of the 
Dead” in the Teotihuacan arche- 
ological zone will be begun soon 
with the object of bringing to light 
what it is thought will prove one 
of the most interesting monuments 
of antiquity in Mexico. 

The avenue extends from the an- 
cient pre-Aztec citadel to the Py- 
ramid of the Moon and is believed 
to be lined on both sides with 
buildings. The citadel was uncov- 
ered some years ago, but the Pyra- 
mid of the Moon, like the avenue, 
still remains mostly beneath 
ground. 

The archeological zone is an 
hour’s drive from Mexico City and 
dates back to an unknown era. 
even the Aztecs who dwelt near 
the zone at the time of the Span- 
ish conquest having been ignorant 
of its origin. 

The Pyramid of the Sun, larg- 
er in mass than the Egyptian pyra- 
mids although not so high, stands 
at the entrance to the zone. It was 
uncovered long ago and tourists 
who mount to its top can look 
down over the citadel and several 
other retrieved monuments, while 
within view are numerous mounds 
which archeologists believe cover 
buried edifices. 

Work of uncovering the relics 
has not proceeded in recent years 
for lack of money, but the Govern- 
ment hopes to find sufficient funds 
at hand soon to continue it. 


FASCIST LEADERS REGRET 
RESIGNATION OF TURATI 


Most 
Are Satisfied With Selection 
Giuriatti as Secretary. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 25.—Augusto Tu- 
rati’s resignation as Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Fascist party was the 
principal topic of discussion in 
Italy today. Many expressions of 
regret that he has withdrawn from 
the party’s vice leadership were 
heard. 

Most party elements, however, 
seem satisfied with his successor, 
Giovanni Battista Giuriatti, who 
until now has been president of the 
Chamber of Deputies. Premier Mus- 
solini, in answering Turati’s letter 
of resignation, appointed him to 
membership on the Fascist Grand 
Council, supreme organ of the 
state. 

Signor Giuriatti will take over 
the office vacated by Turati Oct. 8. 
The Duce has promised a Fascist 
demonstration on that date. 

In his letter of resignation, Tu- 
rati said: “Almost five years of the 
direction of the party are long and 
exhausting for whoever wishes with 
all his heart to work in the rhythm 
that you have impressed on Italian 
Ute.“ 

Premier Mussolini replied: 1 
recognize that after nearly five 
years of uninterrupted and fecund 
activity you have almost the right 
to ask for a change in order to re- 
enter the ranks of the black 
shirts.” 

Turati, who is 39 years old, has 
been one of the few confidants of 
the Premier. 


CHINESE NATIONALIST CHIEF 
ASKS NORTHERNERS TO GIVE UP 


Points Out That Retreat in All Di- 
rections Has Been Blocked 
by His Men, 
By the Associated Press, 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 25.—The Kuo 
Min News Agency reports that im- 
mediate peace was urged by Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek yesterday in a 
circular telegram to Northern sol- 
diers. Chiang stressed the futility 
of further resistance by the North- 
erners and pointed out that retreat 
in all directions was cut off now 
by the Government troops and the 
Northeastern (Manchurian) sol- 
diers. 

Chiang also expressed satisfac- 
tion at the downfall of the leaders 
of the rebellion and ‘ assured the 


4rank and file of the Kuominchun 


and Shansi rebels they would re- 
ceive liberal treatment by the Gov- 
ernment if they would return to 
their original garrison posts and 
await the Government’s orders. 

“Further istance will only 
hasten your complete extinction,” 
the Nationalist chief concluded in 
his “last advice” to the Northern- 
ers.

BOY BECOMES A MAN BEFORE 6 


Shaves, Smokes Cigars, Barred 
From Toledo (O.) Schools. 

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 25.—What to 
do with a 6-year-old boy who has 
a mustache, shaves. regularly, 
smokes cigars inveterately, talks in 
a deep voice and does strong man 
stunts is ptizzling Toledo school 
officials as well as his parents. 
Clarence Kehr, who is 3 feet 5 
inches tall, and weighs 84 pounds, 
has been doing strong man stunts 
worthy of an adult since he was 3. 
He has a high intelligence. Phy- 
sicians attribute his early develop- 
ment inte manhood to superactiv- 
ity of the ductless glands. 

The boy’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarence Kehr, arranged to go to 
Columbus to take up with the Ohio 
Department of Education the mat- 
ter of education. Toledo public 
school officials declined to enter 
Clarence Jr. in any first grade and 
schools of the Catholic diocese of 
Toledo have taken a similar stand 
after examinations by a physician 
and psychiatrist. Charles S. Meek, 
Superintendent of Schools, said 
that neither the welfare of the 
boy nor the best interests of his 
classmates could be served by per- 
mitting him to enter the public 
schools.

Traced through letters written to
